channel lead, one command channel lead and a ground/reference lead for connection to 
corresponding leads in a corresponding interface in said portable telephone. 

16. The computer of Claim 15, wherein said at least one voice channel lead facilitates a 
bidirectional half duplex mode. 

17. The computer of Claim 15, wherein said at least one command channel lead facilitates a 
bidirectional half duplex mode. 

18. The computer of Claim 15, wherein said interface coupled to said microprocessor 
further includes a power lead. 

19. The computer of Claim 15, wherein voice and data are transmitted on said at least one 
voice channel lead. 

20. The computer of Claim 15, wherein said interface coupled to said microprocessor 
further includes at least one data channel lead. 

21. The computer of Claim 20, wherein said at least one data channel lead facilitates a 
bidirectional half duplex mode. 

22. The computer of Claim 15, wherein said interface coupled to said microprocessor 
further includes a second voice channel lead. 

23. The computer of Claim 22, wherein each of said voice channel leads facilitates a 
unidirectional full duplex mode. 

24. The computer of Claim 15, wherein said interface coupled to said microprocessor 
further includes a second command channel lead. 
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25. The computer of Claim 24, wherein each of said voice channel leads facilitates a 
unidirectional full duplex mode. 



26. The computer of Claim 22, wherein said interface coupled to said microprocessor 
further includes a second command channel lead.

27. The computer of Claim 26, wherein each of said voice channel leads facilitates a 
unidirectional full duplex mode. 

28. The computer of Claim 23, wherein voice and data are transmitted on said voice 
channel leads.
